The pulpit should 
not draw back from any duty. 
A 
coward in a pulpit is the most con­ 
temptible of cowards. 
If the man who 
occupies the pulpit shows the white 
feather and draws back from doing 
his duty for fear of a criticising pub* j 
lie then he is unworthy the charge | 
committed to him. There are certain j 
things in politics that belong entirely 
to “ Caesar’s jurisdiction.” It would' 
be very much out of place for the I 
pastor of the church to get up in his I 
pulpit and take the time of his audi- 
ence in the discussion of the issues of 
national banking system, or the vir­ 
tues and vices of the complicated 
taritf question, or to discourse upon; 
how 
Uncle Sam" should conduct the 
affairs cf the postoffice. 
These are 
questions that belong to the jurisdic- 
tioii of the statesman. They are out 
of the place when brought into the 
pulpit. 
But there are other things 
involved in politics than those men­ 
tioned above. The question of the 
principle of rightness gives the minis, 
minister a commission to the state as 
well as to the church. 
Do you ask how wide the scope of 
the minister? 
His .jurisdiction ex­ 
tends to every place where the ques­ 
tions of right and wrong are involved. 
Beyond that he should not desire to 
go. -‘All human rights are defined 
in the word of God.” To show what 
these are and how they should be im­ 
proved. is the very object of the ap­ 
pointment of the ministry.—Rev. Ira 
Hicks.

might 
bring you as

Plowing by Motor. 
The gasoline motor plow of the Gas 
Motor works of Deutz, near Cologne. 
is designed to take the place of the 
steam plow and is claimed to be an 
important advance in agricultural ma­ 
chinery. Though gasoline is more cost­ 
ly than coal, the fuel expense for plow­ 
ing by the new method proves to be 
about the same as by the old. 
Steam 
plows are drawn back and forth by a 
strong rope between two heavy loco 
motives, but the single gasoline loco 
motive travels to and fro across the 
field, pulling one of its two multiple 
blade plows at each trip. Being rever­ 
sible, with an equal pull in each direc­ 
tion, the locomotive avoids the trouble 
Cf turning around, a slight turn of the 
.wheels giving the shift through the 
plowing width. 
From twelve to twen­ 
ty-two acres can be plowed in twelve 
'hours, and the driver does this wllb 
only occasional assistance from anoth 
er man, while the steam plow requires 
the constant services of live men. 
Having only a fifth of the weight of 
the steam plow, the new machine 
needs no special permit for traveling 
on ordinary roads and bridges.

POWER FROM BROOK DAM. 


E x p e rt Urges 
Farm ers to Store 
Up 
W ater For Various Uses. 
By EDW ARD R. TAYLOR. 
Mr. Farm er, w hat are you doing 
with the brook on your farm ? 
Let­ 
ting it have its own sweet way in a 
hurry (and sometimes in a great hur­ 
ry) 
to get its 
w aters 
into yonder 
river? 
Why not curb it and make 
good use of it as it passes? 
John T. 
McDonald of Delhi, N, Y., some ten 
years ago began making good use of 
his brook—lights his house and build­ 
ings, runs saws and various machines 
in a little shop in winter and on rainy 
days and has enough power in addi­ 
tion to heat his house if he fitted up 
for it. 
Why don’t you do likewise? 
The dam is made from stones and earth 
from the nearby fields, costs but little, 
securing a pond of about three acres 
which abounds In beautiful trout and 
other fish, and from the pond Mr. Mc­ 
Donald cuts HOO tons of ice per year 
for himself and neighbors. 
It is really the most valuable land 
he has. 
Did you know if you have the 
only pond on your stream all the lar­ 
gest fish will m ake it their habitation, 
and if you make a spillway in con­ 
nection with your dam large fish from 
below will come up and settle in your 
pond, and you and your boys and girls 
will go fishing there for the profit as 
well as for the fun of it? 
Make a 
safe place and teach the children to 
swim. 
Besides, it is stim ulating and 
grateful in sum m er weather. 
I alm ost think you are really inter­ 
ested, and perhaps are thinking now 
where you have the best site for the 
^dam . 
Begin the work by laying down 
sew er pipe two or more feet in diam ­ 
eter and twenty, thirty or more feet 
long, according to the size of em bank­ 
ment you must build. 
This can De in 
the bed of the stream , diverting the 
w ater for the time by a little dam 
above. 
On the upstream end of this 
pipe build a square box of plank as 
high as you wish the w ater to be in 
the pond 
It will take aw ay lots of 
w ater safely in floods. 
Near its bot­ 
tom on the upstream side fix a gate 
of 
plank 
which 
you 
can 
opcu 
to 
drain the pond in sum m er for repairs. 
If you put a grating made, say, of 
old strips of wagon tire in front of 
the gate it will keep back all the fish 
that are too large to go through. 
This 
all done In good shape, you can let 
the w ater run through the pipe while 
you are building your dam proper. 
At 
the right 
of the spillway 
of 
Charles M. Call’s dam near my borne 
is a square box connecting with the

use of land and labor to grow, dig and 
pack such a tree. 
It is too large to 
handle properly and plant in .the or­ 
chard, and the shock is too groat for 
such a large tree to be removed after 
grow .rig four years in a crowded nurs­ 
ery row. 
The chances are all against 
the tree being of desirable shape, and 
there is but little chance for the plant­ 
er to get It into the desired shape of 
the modern orchard tree. 
The very 
best tree to plant in the orchard is a 
good one year tree. 
Such a tree should 
be from three to five feet high, accord­ 
ing to variety, some varieties making 
much more growth than others in the 
sam e soil. 
The roots of this one year 
tree ore ready to take right hold of 
the soil and commence to grow. 
The 
top of this one year tree is easily form ­ 
ed to any desired height and shape 
that suit the owner and is to be pre­ 
ferred to any other size or age of tree.

The es­ 
timated money cost of the 194 
cases in the two wards, including 
loss of wages, medical, hospital, 
and funeral expenses, amounted 
to nearly $25,000.
